DARING ESCAPE 
MADE AT PRISON

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 30.— 
Sliding over Blender electric wires 
en an improvised roller made of a 
broom handle, then leaping SO feet 
from the wall to the ground, Arthur 
Kench, aged 22 ,of New York, es­ 
caped late yesterday from the State 
Penitentiary. 
Kench’s break for freedom was de­ 
scribed by prison officials as one of 
the most spectacular and “nervy” in 
their experience. 
Kench climbed to the roof of the 
prison shirt factory, on the north 
side of the inclosure, where he fas­ 
tened his handmade roller over two 
slender electric wires, down 8vhich 
he made a daring 40-foot slide to the 
prison wall. 
He then jumped fully 
30 feet to the ground, apparently 
alighting uninjured. Ile was seen to 
make an attempt to steal a railroad 
man’s hat, which 
failed. 
He was 
clad in khaki prison garb, with a 
regulation blue cap. 
When last seen Kench was making 
his way east on the Missouri Pacific 
tracks. 
Prison guards said they saw the 
convict on the roof of the shirt fac­ 
tory, but supposed that he was an 
electrician making repairs.
